The tétal, 
however, under this head. is very ‘small 
compared to. the ant of British goods, 
and the latter return is important-as regards 
the ‘state of the country, altogether: in- 
dependent of the proportion it bears to the 
other trade returns, In the amount ‘of 
exports of home produce we have an indica. 
tion ‘of the demand for labour, and ina full 
demaad for Isbour we have the beat security 
for a thoroughly good financial condition of 
the country. While the people earn good 
wages we are sure of a general stimulus to 
frade. Jt may be that high wages are not 
often bestowed in the best way. Sometimes 
they are not: expended in a way useful to 
the artisan, nor accumulated as a store for 
less “prosperous times; but these cases, 
however numerous, do not.affect the general 
rule“ that general. employment means in- 
-croased_demand for all articles of commerce, 
and diminishing exports in a country like 
Great Britain is no slight’ matter. This 
kingdom has long suppliet the wants of 
remote parts of tho world, aud has 
consequently’ ‘gathered -within -her ‘ter. 
ritory§ a--population specially devoted 
to these, occupations. If these occupa: | 
tions cease, considerable distress must re- 
sult to the multitudes who.have made these 
pursuits their calling, and though econo. 
mists will console us with the reflection that 
the labour thus found superfluous will, if 
sufficiently instructed, soon find a market 
in other parts..ofthe world, we know that 
these economic results are not appreciated 
by the people themseslyes, or by those 
engaged in supplying their wants, with auch 
precision as to prevent much fruitless effort 
sod grievous suffering. “1t is only under 
such conditions, it is true, that economic
